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TERRY GREEDY, World Cup goalkeeper, saved Au- 
stralla from an Israeli second half assault and almost 
certain defeat in their second World Cup encounter 
yesterday at Melbourne's Olympic Park.

Australia drew 1-all with 
Israel, thanks to the 
valiant efforts of St 
George’s pair, Greedy 
and centre-back, David 
Ratcliffe 

Ratcliffe scored a fine 
g header for 
Australia in the 31st mi- 
nute brought down sub- 
stitute dangerous striker, 
Ron Rosental just half a 
metre outside Australia’s 
penalty box with only 10 
minutes to go plus cut off 
numerous defence-split- 
ting balls to Israel's 
attack line. 

But the real hero of 
the match was Austra- 
lia’s goalkeeper, 
Greedy, the school- 
teacher from the St 
George area who block- 
ed four dangerous 
Israeli drives at the 
target. 

Greedy was superb 
and lived up to his nick- 
name of “Shilton”. 

‘The second half saw a 
determined Israeli revi- 
val, inspired after their 
best player, left-striker, 
Elyahu Ohana was sent 
off in the 6Sth for 
allegedly arguing and 
abusing the linesman. 

Having won the toss, 
Australia ran with the 
wind at their backs as 
centre-back Steve 
O'Connor hit the base of 
the left post early in the 
match with a fine 
header. 

Ohana who was mak- 
ing Alan Davidson’s life 
miserable, was brought 
down roughly to earn 
Davidson a yellow card. 

The 13th minute in fact 
proved lucky for Austra- 
lia as deadly striker Zahi 
Armeli busted clear with 
Greedy at his mercy. But 
his low blasting drive 
was well blocked by the 


Australian goalkeeper. 


Australia in the first 25 
minutes squandered too 
many balls with very bad 
passing which automa 
tically put Australia’s 
back-five under severe, 
yet needless pressur: 

Australia’s midfield 
trio of Jow Watson, Zar- 
ko Odzakov and Oscar 
Crino were the main 
offenders in this period. 

But the 31st minute 
brought joy to Australia 
as lanky striker, David 
Mitchell, was needlessly 
brought down wide on 
the right for Australia to 
be awarded a free-kick. 

Watson floated his 
kick over to the Israeli 
back-post, where Ratc- 
liffe had pushed. 
Almost on his knees, 
Ratcliffe scored with a 
crouching header that 
flashed inches inside the 
Israeli’s left-post. 

Six minutes later Wat- 
son flicked a square ball

mina, who caught it on 
his right knee, spun and 
hit a dipping-volley just 
over the cross-bar from 
10 metres out. 

Five minutes from the 
break, Kosmina was in- 
volved in a tussle with 
Israel's tough defensive 
midfielder, Rifat Turk. 

Both received yellow 
cards for their efforts 
which now will see Kos- 
mina miss next Wednes- 
day night's clash with 
Taipei at Adelaide’s 
Hindmarsh Stadium. 

With Australia hol- 
ding onto their slender 
lead till halftime, Israel 
hit back with a goal 
almost immediately after 
the break. 

Israel's star creative 
midfielder, Uri Malmi- 
lian, hit a corner which

STADIUM PROPOSAL 
TALKS UNDERWAY

MOVES to establish a million dollar 
soccer complex at Christie Park, took a 
giant leap forward last month follow- 
ing a special meeting between Ryde 
council and Gladesville-Hornsby Foot- 
ball Association officials. 


News on the proposal was aired by council 
aldermen, following detailed discussions between 
council and football officials over plans to re-locate 
the association headquarters from Santa Rosa Park to 
Christie. 

Association representatives, Mr Jim Forrest, Stuart 
Grant and Lawrie Lynagh outlined the clubs’ propo- 
sals for Christie Park and indicated, that if accepted, 
could make an initial contribution of, $50,000 toward 
the work. 

Although information on the proposal is still, at 
best sketchy, it is believed soccer officials are 
pressing for at least two full sized international 
standard playing fields. 

Flogdlighting, the provision of warm up and 
training areas and adequate accommodation is also 
believed to be involved in the soccer proposal. 

If given the green light, local trotting officials will 
be the first to feel the brunt of the decision, with the 
need to remove the familiar dirt pacing track from the 
perimeter of the field. 

While both council and soccer officials are 
reluctant to be drawn on te issue at such an early 
stage, it is known that council has passed on details of 
the proposal to Municipal Engineer, Terry Gibson 
for a report on the staged development and financial 
backing needed for the scheme.

AUSTRALIA is right into the thick of World Cup action at the moment and is 
travelling quite nicely in the quest to reach the 1986 Finals in Mexico.

Yet it comes as a 
major shock to realise 
the side that could have 
been gracing the field for 
the Green and Golds. 

Just look at the talent 
on the outer. Craig John- 
ston, Eddie Krncevic, 
Tony Dorigo and 
Andrew Bernal are all 
overseas pursuing their 
profession but with little 
desire ... moreover lit- 
tle intention .. . to rep- 
resent their country. 

Country may not be 
the correct word to use, 
however, as Johno, 
Dorigo and Bernal are 
all seeking fame with the 
national sides of their 
adopted countries. 

Johnston, as has been 
well publicised, IS seek- 
ing a berth in the Eng- 
- squad for Mexico. 

So all that nonsensical 
rubbish about his not 
signing to become a pom 
can be tossed out of the 
window literally, along 
with any chance of his 
playing for the Aussies.

He is now a Spanish 
citizen, after having cap- 
tained Australia! 


The blame must be 
spread two-fold here. 
irst, Bernal, although 
pursuing every young 
soccer player's. ultimate 
dream (to play pro- 
fessional football), 
should have realised ex- 
actly what he was doing 
to his country. 


He left a gaping hole 
in the Australian Youth 
side: they were minus a 
centre-back and captain, 
this hole akin to the one 
the Titanic received on 
its maiden voyage. Both 
sunk. 


If Gijon really wanted 
Bernal so badly, it 
wouldn't have mattered 
if he had played for his 
country or not. End of 
story. 


Bernal is one of those 
products of the Canberra 
academy known as the 
AIS system. Does this 
mean then that we are 
nurturing talent in Aus- 
tralia for the benefit of 
other countries? 


Hardly likely. But it 
sure seems that way! 

The ASF deserves a 
fair share of the blame 
for the escape of all this 
talent.

“Me a super coach? — 
och nae,” Thomson re- 
plied. It was a typical 
reaction from one who 
has always gone out of 
his way to shun self- 
adulation. 

Yet if ever someone 
deserves to get caught up 
in proud chestbeating it 
is the personable and 
respected 38-year-old 
Scot from Rosewell, a 
tiny coalmining village 
just outside Edinburgh. 

Thomson, now firmly 
entrenched in the Aus- 
tralian way of life and 
Australia’s assistant 
national coach, has 
guided Sydney City to 
our championships 
since he took over as 
coach in 1980 after two 
seasons with them as a 
player. 

As he achieved the 
five premership victor- 
ies— it will be compared 
to Gibson's five League 
premierships, although 
Thomson cringes when 
his name is mentioned in 
the same breath as Rug- 
by League’s master 
coach. 

“T'm no Jack Gibson, 
believe me,” he said. 

“You have to put 
things into perspective. 
He has got tougher 
opposition.

“And if I don’t see that 
somebody is coachable 
or prepared to be a team 
player then he’s got nae 
place with me. So, 
basically, I have 
moulded a team — no 
individuals.

“T very seldom coach 
individually. I always do 
it collectively. You get 
more out of talking to 
players as a group be- 
cause they are all on the 
same wavelength.” 

Despite his success, 


Thomson admits it has its 
drawbacks. 

He said there were 
numerous times nowa- 
days when he became 
bored with it all. 

“Put it this way: when 
we won this season’s 
championship — it wasn't 
the same feeling as the 
first_two titles. 

“Don't get me wrong. 
It is tremendous working 
wih the players at City 
and the club has been 
great to me, but the chal- 
lenge is not really there 
any more.”

WHAT AN 
EFFORT 


Dear Sir, 


THE performance of the Soccer- 
00s against Israel will obviously 
be hailed as our greatest World 
Cup victory and as our best match 
ever abroard. Such comments will 
be well deserved by a team which 
showed the virtues of the 
“Aussie” fighting spirit. 

The play of the much maligned John 
Kosmina, Joe Watson and David Mitchell 
was first class and should cause at least a 
few journalists and critics to eat their 
words. Those who criticised Kosmina's 
play in the New Zealand match should 
thank their lucky stars that Frank Arok 
chose to ignore them. Mitchell has surely 
Proven to one and all that he is much more 
than “only a replacement" for Marshall 
Soper and that, had he been available, he 
would have commanded automatic selec- 
tion in the team. Critics have screamed 
that Watson is too old for World Cup duty 
must now reassess their criteria for judging 
@ good and valuable player after witness- 
ing his "‘man-of-the-match” performance. 

To single out three players is hardly fair 
since this victory was the result of the hard 
work of the entire team and they were 
probably a little unlucky not to have won 
by a greatermargin. The reported crowd 
of 45,000 partisan supporters of the home 
team must have made them feel very 
uncomfortable indeed. To have Produced 
such a positive result under the circumst- 
ances deserves every word of Praise that 
can be mustered. 

it was a shame that a playing accident 
which resulted in seven stitches caused 
Terry Greedy to leave the field early but 
the positive element of this was that Jeff 
Olver gained his first taste of World Cup 
play and he did so with distinction. Jen- 
ning's overlapping was much better than it 
had been in the previous match and his 
defensive play was uncomprising. David- 
son's attacking contribution was limited 
but his close marking and tackling were 
by effective. 

here was a suggestion in his play that 
Steve O'Connor had not fully recovered 
from his injury. Charlie Yankos performed 
below his usually very high standard and 
David Ratcliffe, as usual, did everything 
expected of him with extreme efficiency. 

The midfield trio of Watson, Ken Murphy 
and Oscar Crino were very effective 
especially in breaking up the Israeli attack- 
ing movements before they reached the 
back line players and then starting quick 
counter attacks, 

Disappointingly, the only good service 
to Kosmina and Mitchell came from the 
flanks, If the Socceroos are to avoid 
becoming predictable, the midfielders 
must find a way of providing good quality 
Service to the strikers, through a more 
direct attacking plan. A healthy mixture of 
flank and direct attacks would make this 
team even more effective than they are at 
Present. If, in addition, the midfielders 
were encouraged to shoot for goal more 
often, not only would the winning of the 
Oceania group be easier, but the increased 
fire power and unpredictability of the 
Socceroo attack could upset the well 
drilled Scots. 

The serious misconduct of Frank Arok 
must be dealt with immediately.

Arok did in showing dissent and open 
disapproval of the referee, he would 
almost certainly face disciplinary action. 
The fact that Arok was ordered from the 
bench cannot be ignored or quietly swept 
aside on the grounds that Australia won 
the match. Arok's dismissal left the Soc- 
ceroos without their maestro and greatly 
increased the burden on his less-experi- 
enced (but very successful) assistant, Eddie 
Thomson.: If Arok escapes action it may 
encourage others, at all levels of the 
game, to imitate him and the consequ- 
ences could be very serious. 

Arok's credibility was shaken after his 
comments immediately following the New 
Zealand match. The Socceroos should 
clearly have won that match by two goals 

yet Arok said that he was 


and very happy 
with the draw. If he thinks that the public 
is so ignorant that they will accept every- 
thing that he says as gospel, he is in for a 
very rude awakening. 


It cannot be said that Arok is not a good 
coach. His record with both St George and 
the is very good, However, his 
comments to the media in New Zealand 
and to the referee in Israel can only serve 
to shake public confidence in him. With 
two matches gone there are two blots on 
his copy book. The Socceroos must play 
six more matches if they are to qualify’ for 
the finals. If the Australian Soccer Federa- 
tion acts quickly and effectively to pre- 
vent a repetition of, or an addition to, 
these two actions by’ the coach they may 
restore the flagging public confidence in 
themselves and their coach as well as 
show support for the efforts of the 
Players. 

The Socceroos have covered them- 
selves which glory with this win away 
from home and against Opponents the 
“experts” said were far superior, If they 
can repeat performances of this quality, 
and improve on them, there is every 
feason to believe that they will win the 
Oceania group and provide a very real 
threat to Scotland's hopes of going to
